The 
publication of an English Version of the Mahabharata is an 
event of great importance in the history of literature. The 
comparative indifference for this gigantic poem on the part 
of Oriental scholars, their preference for the Canonical 
scriptures of the Buddhists, has acted prejudicially on the 
progress of Indian studies. It is the object of the Society 
in question to create a greater interest in this wonderful epic 
than has hitherto existed among students, and through them 
among the general public.

Mr. Muir’s studies have not been followed up, and as to our 
critical knowledge of the Mahabharata, little has been added 
during the last 40 years to what was then known from Lassen’s 
essays in his Indische Alterthumskunde. Sir Monier Monier- 
Williams’ analysis of the contents is of course a most valuable 
help to every student, and Bopp gave a brilliant example of 
editorship in making some of the finest episodes accessible. 
Still, we are entirely without a critical examination of the 
whole poem, and it is impossible from the fragmentary work 
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done to gain an oversight over its dimensions and the 
relative value of its different portions, And we are assured 
that a bird’s-eye view of the whole is most desirable for all 
who wish to make a special study of any particular part of 
the Mahabharata. The present translation is practically the 
first ever made into a European language. Th. Goldstiicker 
once hoped to undertake the task, and he left a large mass of 
material which he had collected during his lifetime. Fauche’s 
French version, of which ten volumes had appeared when 
the author died, is rather a rough paraphrase than a trans- 
lation. Yet even that would have been most valuable if 
completed, and the obstacle which has hitherto stood in 
the way of a translation of the whole work is more its 
enormous length than the difficulty of finding an adequate 
translator. 

Protab Chandra Roy has so far proved himself amply 
efficient for the task, and his English is idiomatic and clear. 
His terminology is flowery, and many of his passages are 
decidedly Oriental in their character. There is in fact a 
peculiar charm about his pages which cannot fail to fascinate 
the promiscuous reader, and yet, although the work is at all 
times pleasant reading, the*accuracy of rendering is nowhere 
sacrificed by the translator to his desire to be entertaining. 





The first fasciculi contain nothing but the bare text of the 
translation ; but, following the advice of his critics, Protab 
Chandra Roy has in the later parts accompanied his text 
with explanatory notes which contain much useful information. 
A great improvement of paper and printing is also noticeable 
in the later parts, which have quite the appearance of 
European printed books.

ANGLO-INDIAN CODES. 


THE Delegates of the Clarendon Press of Oxford have 
issued the first volume of the Anglo-Indian Codes, edited by 
Whitley Stokes, D.C.L. This volume, to which a companion 
one is to be published later on, contains the substantive law 
consisting of the Penal Code, the Succession Act, the General 
Clauses Act, and the Acts relating respectively to Court-fees, 
Stamps, and Registration. Mr. Stokes has written an intro- 
duction to each Code giving a general view of its object and 
contents, and pointing outits divergence from English law, and 
making suggestions for amendments where required. The 
first Indian law commission, Messrs, T. B. Macaulay, J. M. 
Macleod, G. W. Anderson, and F. Millett, met in 1834 in 
India under the instructions of the local Government; they 
prepared a draft of a Penal Code which was to form part of a 
general codification of Indian laws, and transmitted their 
draft to Lord Auckland, the Governor-General, pointing out 
the Penal law could not possibly be made explicit whilst the 
Substantive civil law and the law of procedure remained con- 
fused and uncertain. The second Commission met in England 
under Charter Act 16 and 17 Victoria, c. 95, to examine and 
consider the recommendations of the Indian Law Commission. 
It consisted of the following distinguished gentlemen, Sir Jno. 
Romilly, Sir Jno. Jervis, Sir Edward Ryan, and Messrs. R. 
Lowe (now Lord Sherbrooke), C. H. Cameron, Jno. M. 
Macleod, and T. F. Ellis. This Commission adopted the 
recommendation of the first as to the desirability of having 
the civil law codified, and showing that such a process was 
easier with Indian law than with English, as there were not 
such a mass of decisions to be consulted in the former as in 
the latter. They prepared a plan of a new system of judica- 
ture with drafts of Codes of Criminal and Civil Procedure 
based on the law of England, with such modifications as were 
necessary to assimilate it with the condition, institutions, 
religions, and usages of India. 

In 1859 the Indian Legislature enacted a Code of Civil 
Procedure (VIII. 1859), and a Limitation Act (X. 1859), in 
1860 the Penal Code was passed, and in 1861 a Code of 
Criminal Procedure (XXV. 1861), thus for the first time 
codifying the mass of Indian adjective law. In December, 
1861, a third Commission was appointed, originally consisting 


of Sir Jno. Romilly, M.R., Sir W. Erle, C.J., Sir HE. Ryan, 
Mr. R. Lowe, Mr. Justice Willes, and Mr. J. M. Macleod; 
which was repeatedly renewed, and did good work towards 
codifying Indian law on the basis of English law. The first 
of their drafts was carried through the Council in 1865, by 
Sir H. Maine, as the ‘Indian Succession Act.” One great 
reason that rendered a general Indian Code necessary was 
that the four High Courts of India were independent of each 
other and did not respect each other’s decisions as Courts 
of the same grade in England did. In 1877 the Secretary of 
State sanctioned a recommendation of the Governor-General 
in Council that the work of codification would be better and 
more expeditiously carried out in India than in England, and 
in pursuance of this suggestion Mr. Whitley Stokes drew up 
Bills dealing with Private Trusts, Alluvion, and Master and 
Servant. Mr. Arthur Phillips, then Secretary in the Legis- 
lative Department, and now of the Calcutta Bar, remodelled 
the Bills on Negociable Paper and on the Transfer of Pro- 
perty. These Bills were brought under the consideration of 
the fourth Indian Law Commission, Feb. 11th, 1879, com- 
posed of Sir Charles Turner, and Messrs. Raymond West and 
Whitley Stokes, who made eleven admirable minutes or 
recommendations, and helped forward the process of codifica- 
tion considerably up to 1881-2, and the codes relating to 
Trusts, Transfer of property, were passed together with 
revisions of the codes relating to Companies, Civil Procedure, 
and Criminal Procedure. Since, there has been a lull in the 
Codification proceedings, but to what influence this can be 
ascribed it is difficult to say; public opinion in India is cer- 
tainly in favour of it, and in England we should be too glad 
to get a code for ourselves to be likely to object to India 
having one. Mr. Pollock (an authority on the subject) says 
that the Indian Codes ‘‘are the best models yet produced, 
at the same time they are by no means faultless, it is easy to 
see various points in which they are capable of improvement, 
though it must be remembered that for the purpose of 
Indian administration, labour and ingenuity would not - 
improbably be thrown away in working them up to the refined 
exactness which is an English lawyer’s ideal.”

SOUTH AFRICAN LANGUAGES.—ZABALA (A. 0.) — A 
VOCABULARY OF THE FAN LANGUAGE IN WESTERN AFRICA, 
SouTH OF THE Equator. With Spanish Interpretation pre- 
pared on the spot. 8vo. pp. 84. London, 1887. 

Dr. Cust, on whom the author of this pamphlet called 
last April, and of whose benevolent interest in all who assist 
him in investigating the languages and dialects of South 
Africa he had heard far beyond the narrow bounds of 
England, has written an introduction to the present vocabulary. 
He characterizes it as a careful compilation, and has thought 
it so well worthy of publication that he has actually issued 
it at his own expense and risk. He surely deserves the best 
thanks of every student, and we trust his liberality will meet 
with the appreciation it deserves. Our knowledge of the 
Fan tribe is very limited, and we append the information 
contained in Dr. Cust’s ‘‘Modern Languages of Africa” 
(London, 1883), p. 422 :— — 

** This formidable tribe is known as M-Pangwe, Pahuin, and 
Oshiba. J. L. Wilson considers them as a most remarkable 
people; they have only recently crossed the Sierra del 
Crystal from the unknown Interior, and settled upon the 
head-waters of the Gabtin, pushing forward the Ba-Kéle 
and Shekiani, and determined to have direct communication 
with the ocean; they are numerous, and strong, and cannibals. 
They paint themselves red, possess certain arts, and have a 
circulating medium. They are, in Wilson’s opinion, pro- 
bably the same people known as Taga or Giaghi, who two 
centuries ago overran the kingdom of Kongo. ‘Too little is 
known of their language to determine whether it is more 
nearly related to that of the eastern or western branch. 
Lenz adds that they call themselves Fan, other tribes call 
them M-Pangwe or Oshiba, that they have their own 
language, with a great many dialects, which can be dis- 
tinctly observed. The nasalization of the language is very 
marked, and very difficult for a European to imitate. Inter- 
preters from other tribes do not catch the accent. Du 
Chaillu mentions that all other tribes yield to them, and 
the M-Pongwe will have to do so also. Their Language 
is such a collection of throat sounds, that, though he knew 
the language, he could not understand it, when spoken 
among themselves. ‘The Oshiba according to him was a 
dialect still harsher, and more guttural. It might be 
a question whether it really belongs to the Bantu family, 
but J. L, Wilson supplies a vocabulary, and states that they 
are more nearly allied to the Naka, their neighbours to the 

north-west, than to the Pongwe.”

I must add however that my 
description is a translation of a Sanskrit description given by 
the original compiler of the Bikaneer Catalogue, and I had 
no opportunity of verifying it. Anyhow, it is abundantly 
manifest that, instead of my being misled by the title, my 
critic has been tripping on that account, and that his descrip- 
tion is not correct. Under these circumstances I request that 
you will see that justice is done to me in the next issue of the

THE DIALECTS OF NEW GUINEA. — GRAMMAR AND 
VOCABULARY OF LANGUAGE SPOKEN BY THE Motu TRIBE. 
By Rev. W. G. LaweEs, with Introduction by Rev. G. Pratt. 
Sydney : Government Printer, 1885. London: Tribner & Co. 
This is one of the first fruits of the noble attempt to evangelize 
the British portion of New Guinea by the London Missionary 
Society. The names of Murray and Macfarlane, of Lawes 
and Chalmers, are known to all. From the Fly River to the 
extreme point of the Island there are upwards of twenty-five 
languages, or dialects of languages, spoken by the numerous 
tribes, or sections of tribes, which have pressed down from 
the unknown interior to the coast ; they are all savage Pagans, 
but not unfriendly. Their languages belong to the Melan- 
esian Group with certain Polynesian affinities: totally without 
literature or written character. Mr. Lawes had seven years’ 
residence among the people to teach him the language of 
this important tribe, which lives near to Port Moresby, and 
he has translated a portion of the New Testament, which 
was printed by the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
It is of such importance that the officials appointed to 
carry out the Protectorate should understand this leading 
language, which no doubt will become the lingua franca of 
the South Coast, that Mr. Lawes deserves the thanks of the 
Government. He promises, on his return to the scene of his 
benevolent labour, a Comparative Grammar, and Collective 
Vocabulary of all the forms of speech spoken in the districts 
influenced by his Mission Stations. Attached to this Gram- 
mar is an English-Motu and Motu-English Vocabulary, of 
considerable length. RB. N.C. 


THE ORIENTAL NOBILITY AND HIGH CASTE INSTI- 
TUTE.- Dr. Leitner has now returned to England, where he 
will permanently reside, and take charge of the above insti- 
tute at Woking, where, in 1884, he purchased for the purpose 
the building, known as the ‘ Royal Dramatic College,” and 
which he has in every way adapted to the residence of Indian 
students and visitors of high family and caste. It is within 
the immediate reach of all the educational centres of London, 
whilst being in the pine districts of Surrey it is exceptionally 
healthy as a residence. There are sixty-nine trains to and 
from Woking daily, so that resident students at this Institute 
will be able to attend lectures in London as conveniently as 
if they resided on the spot, and at the same time will have 
the advantage of sleeping in an exceptionally healthy atmo- 
sphere. The monthly season tickets by the railway from 
Woking to Waterloo range from fifteen to thirty shillings per 
month, students under nineteen being able to avail themselves 
of the fifteen shilling rate. The Institute, however, is chiefly 
intended for grown-up students who wish to perfect them- 
selves in any of the learned professions, and is so arranged 
that each resident can havea separate bed-room, sitting-room, 
and kitchen, and if he brings a native cook or servant with 
him will still find the cost to be at least one-third less than at 
the cheapest London boarding-house. Woking was chosen 


by Dr. Leitner, the principal of the Oriental Institute, because 
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of its proximity to London, which city possesses facilities in its 
law courts, hospitals, and engineering workshops, which are 
not possessed by Oxford or Cambridge, not to mention that a 
degree conferred by the University of London is now reckoned 
second to nonein value. It is arranged to build a Mosque for 
the religious benefit of students of the Mahomedan persuasion. 
Every resident, whether Christian, Mahomedan, Sikh, or 
Hindu, will be able to follow the observances of his religion 
without being exposed to the temptations which beset Orientals 
in London and to which they too often succumb. It is pro- 
posed to attach to the Institution an art-industrial and 
technical school for training Indian workmen in European 
methods without prejudice to their native creative talent, and 
a museum of chiefly archeological objects is now ready for 
the study of specialists; other useful adjuncts will be added 
as opportunity offers. Three numbers of a Sanskrit Critical 
Journal have already been issued by the Institute, and the 
publication of similar journals in Arabic and Persian is in 
progress.

Sir Arthur Phayre, have determined to make a further 
earnest appeal to the friends of that distinguished officer, and 
others interested in Burma, in the hope that the requisite 
balance of £400 may be placed at their disposal.

JOURNAL OF THE NORTH CHINA BRANCH OF THE 
ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY.—Numbers 8 and 4 issued in 
March this year, contain an article on Chinese Guilds, 
showing how cooperative the Chinese are, in fact, organiza- 
tion and combination are, in a manner, instinctively in- 
grained in the Chinese character, they are a law-abiding 
people, but their docility does not arise from slavish instincts, 
but from habits of self-control which have become almost a 
second nature. The author of the article, Dr. D. J. Mac- 
gowan, says, ‘‘ Were a colony of the poorest and least cultured 
of these people placed by themselves on an island, they 
would as soon organize themselves into a body politic as 
men in the same station in life who had been tutored in 





rational democracy.” Land nationalists would do well to 
study the land system in China; whilst land is regarded as 
Imperial (National) property, it has become to all intents 
and purposes private, as absolute proprietary rights are fully 
conceded; primogeniture and entail are, however, unknown, 
and no serfage or villenage ever was adopted by the Chinese. 
Though conservative to a degree, the conservatism of the 
Chinese arose out of Radicalism, and is a most interesting 
study for the student of social economics. The concluding 
paragraph of Dr. Macgowan’s article on the ‘* Contentment 
of the Proletariat of China” is so interesting that we quote 
it. ‘To the sociological student there are few aspects of 
greater interest than the contentment that he observes among 
the teeming millions who in China press so closely on the 
means of subsistence. Civil wars, it is true, have been 
numerous, and insurrections are of constant occurrence, but 
such risings are directed only against maladministration ; 
they are never revolutionary. How has it come to pass that 
such a dense proletariat should through so many ages 
contentedly accept their situation? No standing army 1s 
required to compel submission to the laws! Manhood has 
not been crushed out of them by despotism! What, then, is 
the explanation? It is the result of a legitimately begotten 
Conservatism—a Conservatism whose sire was Radicalism ; 
that is to say, when, more than a score of centuries ago, 
feudalism and hereditary rule were abolished, there was a 
Radical revolution (China’s sole revolution) which opened 
the way to rank and power of every qualified man. By that 
sweeping change the Chinese became in the course of time 
a leal-hearted Conservative people. It was then that the 
foundation of China’s growth and greatness were laid; the 
corner-stone being equality before the law. No institution 
or caste bars the way of the ambitious to take part in the 
government of the Empire. No rancorous feelings are 
fostered against the affluent and powerful by the poor; the 
disparity excites no hostility: like the student who fails to 
mount the first degree towards official distinction, he accepts 
the situation as a decree from Heaven, and bears no grudge 
against the successful in life’s race. The labourer can 
descry no brand on his son’s brow indicative of inferiority 
and exclusion from positions to which the sons of the great 
aspire. The air of the examination hall is as free as the air 
of heaven, and there, in competition, labourers and rich 
men’s sons are on an equality. Herein lies the secret of the 
success of Chinese administration, the explanation of the 
contentment of half-starved artisans and labourers; a system 
that has stood the test of ages, which is a sure prophylactic 
against the gravest ills that States are heir to, and which 
merits the most serious study of cultivators of the science of 
Government.” ‘ 

SOPHOCLES’ ‘“BYZANTINE-GREEK LEXICON.” — The 
Corporation of Harvard University have announced the pre- 
paration of a memorial edition of the late Prof. H. A. 
Sophocles’ ‘Greek Lexicon of the Roman and Byzantine 
Periods,” under the editorship of Prof. Joseph Henry Thayer. 
This work, the last edition of which has long been out of 
print, was published by Messrs. Little Brown & Co., and the 
new one will be issued by Charles Scribners’ Sons.

Mr, 
Culin desiring to obtain some practical knowledge of the 
Chinese method of treatment, called on a Chinese doctor to 
be treated for a cold on the chest. The doctor felt the pulse 
of both wrists and gave him a prescription containing fifteen 
drugs of vegetable origin. 


ENGLISH CONSTITUTIONAL HISTORY, — Amongst the 
books which tell us ‘ how we are governed” we can particu 


larly recommend Dr. Klein’s “ Students’ Manual of the 
History, Laws, and Constitution of England.” Mr, Fon- 
blanque, in an excellent little book published some years ago, 
told us ‘“* How we are Governed,” but Dr. Klein not only 
tells us that, but how we came to be so governed, in the 
useful little manual now before us. It is especially intended 
and adapted to the needs of Civil Service students, but such 
a ‘Multum in Parvo” is equally useful as an appendage to 
the editor’s desk; it is a complete epitome of English Con- 
stitutional History from the Roman period to the present time, 
and shows the growth and progress of English institutions 
from the earliest times to the present. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION U.S.A.—The report 
of the Commissioner of Education for 1884-85, dated 1886, 
but just issued, is especially useful as it contains a list of 
public libraries in the United States which contain three 
hundred volumes and upwards, of these libraries there are 
5338, and it also contains a list of the Historical Societies of 
the United States. We have also before us Circulars of In- 
formation of the Bureau of Education, Nos. 1 and 2, 1886, 
the first is on the “* Study of Music in Public Schools,” and 
the second on the ‘Proceedings of the Department of 
Superintendence of the National Education Association” at 
its meeting at Washington, February 23rd to 26th, 1886.

It should undoubtedly be taught 
in all schools, and it involves a knowledge of the human 
system and its functions quite sufficient for the ordinary 
student.

POORE.—Major Benjamin Perley Poore died at Washington 
D.C., on the 29th of May last; for many years past he held 
the appointment of Clerk of the Senate Committee on 
Printing Records, aad was editor of the Congressional Record, 
He was born on November 2nd. 1820, at Newburyport, Mass., 
was two years in a printing office, and published and edited 
the ‘** Southern Whig,” Athens, Ga., from 1838 to 1840. In 
1841 he was attaché to the U.S. Legation in Belgium, and 
during his residence in that country and France (1844-8), 
where he was Historical Agent of Manuscripts. he contributed 
a series of letters to the ‘* Boston Atlas” on Europe and the 
East (1843-8). During this time he compiled ten folio 
volumes of important documents ranging from 1492 to 1780. 
In 1850 he acted as editor to the ‘“‘ Boston Daily Bee,” and 
was also editor and proprietor of the ‘‘ American Sentinel.” 
Since 1854 he has been the Washington correspondent of the 








* Boston Journal” under the signature of ‘“* Perley”; and 
during this period he was Secretary of the United States 
Agricultural Society and editor of its Journal. In 1848 he 
published a ‘* Life of General Taylor,” and also a work on the 
‘Rise and Fall of Louis Philippe.” In 1851 he published 
the ‘*‘ Early Life of Napoleon,” in 1865 the ‘“ Agricultural 
History of Essex Co., Mass.,” and edited ‘‘ The Conspiracy 
Trial.” In 1877, ‘The Federal and State Constitutions, 
Colonial Charters, and other Organic Laws of the United 
States,” in two vols. (a second edition was issued in 1878) ; 
in 1885 “ A Descriptive Catalogue of the Government Pub- 
lications of the United States, September 5, 1774—March 4, 
1881 ;” and in 1886-7, ‘‘ Reminiscences of Sixty Years in the 
National Metropolis,” in two volumes. He also edited the 
‘* Congressional Directory ” for some years past.
